The llgares as presented for the 
state show a moderate Increase In the 
amount of business done' in 1917 as 
compared with 100". 

The employooB of the companies in 
1917 numbered 2,867, a decrease of 
tOA per cent, as compared with 1912; 
and their salaries and wages aggre- 
gated $2,233,878, an Increase or 4.3 per 



cent, as compared with 1912. The rates 
of Increase in the number of em- 
ployees and in MlariM and wages for 

the decade were 16.6 per cent and 68.2 

per cent., respectively, 

Tlifi nnnil)er of revenue paBsengcrs 
carried In 1017 was 109,lor),68», an In- 
crease of B.4 per cent for the later 
five-year period and 27.1 por cent, for 
the d'ecade. The income from all 
souroM amounted to $6,468,978, an In- 
oreasd of 5.1 per cent, over 1912 and 
of por cent, over IM^.

Animals on the hoof were 
shipped thousands of miles to 
the various fronts, wasting trans- 
portation facilities required for 
other purposes.

Half of those brought from 
Siberia, it is said, perished on the 
way; many more .were unfit for 
food.
